8o many homicides have lately ocourrel here
that the newspapers snd Polica Couarts expoot
shortly to ehronicle the old average of & murder
8 day. But these manly occor in the low lager
beer saloons, or are the offspring of street
brawls, and almost never committed where one
would look for them, within the dark pailiens
of the parks which are met with at intervals
throughout the oity. In fact, these parkas, of
which I propose to say a few words, are in the
main orderly places, at least upon the surface,
Whatever disorderliness may relgn there is
manifested only at such times a8 the
detectives are Dbelieved to bs  abwent
and the regular oniformed patrolman is gure to
be. Whatever vagabouds or demireps resort
there keep their purposes privately to them-
pelyee, or roveal them cnly to those whom asorl
of magnetism in evil induces them to believe are
willing to become parivers. Day and night the
pight In the parks, when the weather is fine, Is
instrnotive so far as the knowledge of that class
of human natare which loafs 18 concerned. Day
and night men, women, aud youlhs occupy the
exaggerated toad-stools which represent the
1ast attainable point of excellence in public
seats, and bask in the gun light or the gas light
as though the loafing-world had resolved itself
into one wast eitting-mateh. the sole ambition o
eanch of whose members was to out-sit all the
othere,

The principal of these Parks are fourin num
ber, vig.—Oity Hall, Washington, Uanlon, and
Madison. Oity Hall Park is trisngular in form.
and bounded by Broadwuy on the West, Cham-
bers street on the nporh, and Park How and
Centre street on the southeast, Iis area is ten
acres, and it inciudes within its limlis the old
snd new City Halls, and one of the largest
fountains (when it i# going) in the country, the
circumference of thie busin being three hundred
feet, The jets are lotus-shaped, the rim Is of
white marble, and the usual green garniture of
sghrubs shrouded iu leaves, invite the attention
of the boot-blacks, who wake this locality their
headquarters, Lobng years sago, beyond the
memory, I suspect, of any who will read this,
City Hall Park uted to be known as the Fields
or Commons, Military drills were performe |
there, and beitween the Brick Church
and Proadway the frst brizade of th,
American army heurd the Declaration of Inde.
peodence read, July 9, 1776, The new Post
Office will oceupy the southern end of it. At
present a very little grass and a good deal of
gravel are to be seen. Newsboys and bootblacks
gather on the steps of the City Hall and around
the fountain, as thick as qumls, so that it be-
comes dangerous for 8 man who loves quictne s
to walk through those parts without shoes or
boots on polished up to a degree ol splendor
which the shining face of a colored Moses, fresh
from the Mount, would be dull be ide. The
Dbootblacks of Lhe Park are of an eminently con-
fiding and convivial nature. The one with whom
I last had the pleasure of conversing, lnformed
me on the first moment of our acqumntance
that he always dined at Delmonien's when he
came to the city, and that his favorite repasy
consisted ol boot-leg coffee aud double-breasted
doughnute,

The boundaries of this park—Chambera street,
Centre street, Park Row, and Broad #ay—are at
present the most bewildering blocks that 1
kuow of in the city. In the frst place, Broas-
way is being repaved, and the pavers ure just
in the middle of their work, between the Astor
House and Centre street. Toe route of sll the
stages coming downwurds is thus forced into
€hambers sireet, Centre etreet, Park Row, aod
the tangle of small streets adjacent. The
large space immediately opposive the Astor
House, and at the soutbern sogle of the park,
has long been wused as the repdezvouas for the
horse-cars from Yorkville, Harlem, and the
routes along the avenoes i the easteru side of
the city., Hence, what with the hubbuab of the
pavers on the one slde, sud, on the other, the

intermingling of the wheel.groans of
the stages, and the bell-jinglings of the
horse cars, and the oaths of the

respective drivers and conductors ¢f both, and
the shirill ories of the unewsboys (selling the
News sometimes, at the sedoctive bargain of
ttwo for a cent”), aud the jabbering Billings-
gate of the women who vend raspbarry-juiced
lemonade and penny balluds, to say nothing of
the roar-crested breakers of sonod that perpetu-
ally come surging up from beuenth Fuolton
streel bridge—that metropolitan maelstrom—
what with all these, I ay, the viciulty of Clty
Hall Park, during the busy houars of the day, is
far from being o sweel boon to aquiet man.
Eaclh of theze four parks which I have men-
tioned bas s characteristics, Washiogton
Park, formerly known as the Potter's Field, is
one of the largest in the city, Its area belng
nine and threequarter scres, It s well
ebaded, well fouutained, Mes in front of the
New York Uuiversity, and 13 bounded by War
verly Ploce, and McDougal, Fourth, apd Woos-
ter streets, While used as a Potter's Field
more than 125,000 bodies were buaried there, und
now that its function in thst departmentis over,
it is nlmost a8 quiet as toough its few visitors
bad voluntarily buried themselves alive, aud
ench toad-stool had become the synecdoche
for one of those catnlepsy colling which
the morbid ioventivn of Eigar Alleo
Poe somewhere allodes to. The walks are
belng regraded und reshaded, Bometimesa boy
will troll s hoop or guide h's velocipe le there,
but pot often, For some cause or other, it ap-
pears to bedangerous for a respeciable man, or
more particularly a re-pectuble womun to be
seated fu this Park at a late hour at wight, and
there are imaginable circumstances which
would explain even a respectable woman's per-
forming so anomulous an e, Ouly »
ghort while ago one of the police-
men stationed there was reprimanded for
officially ipterferinvg with  an  inoffensive
woman who was gullty of no greater erime than
that of resting al a very lute hour of the mght
on one of the exrcular steps which heautify this
Park, The officer’'s defense was that all he did
wias to warn the woman sgalost the thieves and
other improper characters which iufested the
grounds at that hour; but a2 nothing was known
agatnst her, and she seemed quite able to take

care of hersell, the police justice bullied the sub”

ordinate, and the subordinute simmered down

This is a proof that some of the ) 0llcemen
whe “'‘protect” the parks are worse than 805 of
the poor wretches whom they arrest, It is
scldom Indeed you see a vielim dragged up b
fore o police justice’™s bench whose strength s
equal to that of the bLlue-fianpeled beast thut
arrested bim, or had enough groenbacks about
him to matoh with the blue flannel.

Union Park is an extensive oval green, beau-
tifully laid out, with a large fountaio in the
centre, and aboandiug In straigkt and serpentine
wanlks, It isthe best shaded park in the city.
Ope of the most pleasing of ils adjuncts is Mr,
I. K. Brown's (of Brooklsn) $30,000 status of
Washington, oast in brouze, four tons in weight,
twenty-e ght feet high (Including the pedestul
on which it stands), nnd erecled s few rods east
of the paik in the cenire of the trisngular space
formed by the intersection ol Fourth avenus
and Fourteenth street., The Park itsell s
bounded by Fourteenth and Sixtecnth streets,
Fourth avenue, and University place, At most
houre of the night and day 14 is more frequented
by easunl visitors than auy of the olber parks.
Around the central fountuin and along some of
tne lopg circular walks, wooden benches mre
stretehed, and upon these slecpers, usually of
the lower orders, may be found at any hour
after m'dn'ght, bometimes, however, the sleeper
is wellodressed and bears all the oatward marks
of u gentlemsn, sod 1 this case he is not un-
frequeutly re ninded by the policeman that it is
time to move on and be golug home, Here the
pecple who live in tepement houses come of the
warm nights to And out whether the grass con”
tivues o be green, und if the air loves most to
grow cool where high-branched trees and open
epaces are. Few women of the town ply their
profession here. St police retorns do not fall
to show that assigoations of an improper kind
are made both within and arouud the park, and
tbat cases, the trails of which have been scented
for montbs, bave been settied by moral-nosed
detectives, and the culprits packed off to Black-
well's Island, or whatever other raral reforma-
tory their virtues may have entitled them to,
with but few questions belng asked, and no
defense accepted,

The pecollarity of Madison Square, sitnated
between Filth Avenue and Madison Avenue aud
Twenly-third and Twenty-sixth streets, seems
to be the number of purse-mailds who delight
to take their swaddling-clothed charges there
from tbe white marble hotel and the brown
stone mapsions which give a distinzuished
flayor to the locality, Madison Square has no
feuwptain, but it is better lit than the olhers
and I8 supplied with an abundance of broad
walks, The loatlpg element is less predominant
here than at the other parks, and the profes-
siopal loungers abound most along the dark
lengths of the Madison Square side, which,
strange to say, is worse lit thon the others,
Walks were fizst laid out in Madison Sjuare and
trees planted, as late back as 1845, and if the
quantity of shade within the park duoriug the
day time were only equal to the quantily of
guslight during the night, I am sure that every
stool not occuplied by o pur-e would be ocoupled
by & baby, 8o that the casual visitor would be
in imwiuent dunger of fnding himself no-
where,

I should have added, in its place, that one
preat feature of the Park on Fourteenth street
and edging around to University Place on the
ove side, and Foorth avenue on the other, is
the presence of a large number of drivers of
*one-horse shays,” whose pirime principle ap.
pears to be that every male pedestrian out at
aud after midoight is, or ought to be drunk.
After paininlly trafling up from the Broadway
Thea're, Niblo's, the Olympic, Kelly & Leon's,
and Wallack’s, they instal themselves in these.
the darkest parts of the surroundings of Union
Park, and hail gentlemen on their way bome
1 think I mentioned in o former letter the insti-
tution known a8 the “Drunkard’s Cabs.” Those
at Union Park are the droppings off of that in-
stitution; and the wine-tlushed gentleman who
bas been belated at Delmonico's may esteem
himself foriunste if he escapes the driver's
